FCC AUTHORIZES ADDITIONAL EMISSIONS 
FOR AMATEURS IN 1800-2100 KHZ BAND 

The Commission has authorized Amateur radio operators to use 
additional emissions in the 1800-2000 kHz band (160 meters). 

Formerly, emission modes in the 160-meter band were restricted 
to telegraphy and telephony to protect LORAN-A radionavigational 
systems. The Commission based its action on the discontinuance ot 
those systems, as well as on the fact that additional emission modes 
are needed by Amateurs for experimentation with radioteleprinter 
techniques. : ¢ 

The Commission did not specify particular subbands in the 1°. 
meter band where the emissions could be used but urged Amateurs 
to follow the voluntary band :-'au. tc be developed by the Ameri’an 
Radio Relay League, Inc. :

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A STATE AMATEUR INTERFERENCE 
ORDINANCE —~ 


Recently there has been talk about having the Florida State 


Legislature pass legislation to allow local law enforcement 
agencies to intercede in amateur interference problems. While on 
the surface it seems like a good idea, given the overloaded and 
undermanned condition of the FCC, it may be more booby trapped 
than we think on first inspection. 

ARRL General Counsel, Christopher Imlay, has this to say about 
a Florida ordinance: 

‘*’, .a major thrust of the League’s efforts in recent years has 
been to encourage the concept of complete federal preemption over 
amateur radio regulation. The same state authorities which would 
have jurisdiction to regulate amateur radio transmissions for 
purposes of protecting emergency communications would -have 
jurisdiction to regulate amateur transmissions for the purpose of 
precluding radio frequency interference problems. Thus, from a 
policy standpoint, I can’t suggest to you that it’s a good idea to 
encourage any state level control over amateur radio trans- 
missions whatsoever, even insofar as the effort is to protect against 
malicious interference. 


There is also an enforcement problem with the statute as worded, _ 


to the extent that anyone prosecuted for amateur radio malicious 
interference might successfully argue that regulation of radio 
transmissions is preempted by federal law. I do not know the 
history of existing Section 843.165 of the Florida Statutes in terms of 
the enforceability of that section as it presently reads, but I would, 
if I were representing one acused of violating that section, argue 
that the state is without jurisdiction to enact it in the first place.”’ 
Counsel Imlay’s thoughts are very timely and prophetic. At this 
very moment, a Dade County commissioner is preparing 
legislation to stop all erection of new RF radiating sources in the 
county, under the pretext that this radiation is harmful. If that 
commissioner were able to point to municipal legislation giving 
control of radio transmission to local authority, and which was

SAFETY IDEA | 

By Stan Bittner, W4JKK,.Miami — 

I have found that once in a while, after I have turned my antenna — 
forget and turn the set on and proceed to tune up the rig on a © 
frequency for a schedule, and suddenly remember that the antenna — 
was grounded. This hasn’t happened too often, but I figured a way 
that I would be reminded without damage to the rig. ae 
The way I did it was to hook up a 60W light bulb in a ceramic — 
socket and piece of coax to the antenna terminal on the antenna — 
switch next to the live antenna position. This way, when I switch the — 
Xceiver from the live antenna to the next position with the light — 
bulb on it, two things will be accomplished: The live antenna will be — 
grounded, and the Xceiver will have its output connected to the — 
light bulb which will light up when I start to tune up the Xceiver. — 
This may be an old idea to some who may have an even better — 
system, but it’s simple and may be useful and easily put together to — 
others.

One of the most asked questions was about QSLing. Where to | 
send cards. How to send cards. Who to send cards to for a par- — 
ticular DX station. The cost of all this aggravation? As several DX 4 
Club members are QSL managers, we compiled a listing of the — 
most commonly used QSL routes and procedures. ‘ff

Be: 


The fastest and probably the most expensive route is to go 
“direct.”” This means sending your card WITH a self addressed — 
envelope (SAE) directly to the QTH of the DX station as listed in — 
‘the Callbook. In the case of a U.S. QSL manager, a self addressed, — 
stamped (SASE) is all that’s required. You must also enclose — 
either International Reply Coupons (IRCs), postage stamps of — 
sufficient amount for the country involved or one ‘“‘green stamp” — 
($1). The best is to use IRC’s. They are available from your local — 
Post Office at $0.65 ea. Thvy can also usually be purchased from — 
QSL managers at a much lower cost. The “‘green stamp’’ method — 
‘should not be used unless the DX station requests it. In some — 
countries the possession of foreign currency is prohibited. This 4 
could cause much grief for our overseas DXer. Foreign stamps are ~ 
available from: DX Stamp Service at 7661 Roder Pkwy., Ontario, — 
NY 14519. Using this method, our overseas friend does not have to — 
take the IRCs to his post office to exchange them for postage. a 


‘An excellent, low cost route is the N7RO QSL Service. Just en- 
-close your outgoing cards along with one dollar for each 10 cards. — 
Dick will check to see if there is a manager and route it to them. He 
then obtains the cards and send them to you via: YOUR ARRL QSL — 
BUREAU. You do keep envelopes on file there, don’t you? a 


The cheapest method is the ARRL Overseas QSL Service. At one 
dollar per pound, it is hard to beat. The drawback to this method is — 
the time involved.

COULD YOU SAVE THE NEXT TITANIC?

I remember, as a youngster, sitting on the floor in front of our 
family’s old Zenith All-wave receiver. This receiver was as large as 
today’s small refrigerators and it had a cherry-red pilot light on the 
bottom bright enough to read a book. I used to listen to the ships at 
sea and the rough voices of men who had seen the world. Ah, those 
were exciting times! 

Thinking back, I thought if I could listen to those voices again, it 
might bring back some old memories. But where does one look for 
the ‘‘old” frequencies? I knew that much of the marine com- 
munications is now carried on on VHF. Some investivating took me 
to Part 81 of the Maritime Service. This is where the FCC details 
the specifics of marine frequency control. * 

I suggest that you cut out the following table of frequencies and 
tape it to your general coverage receiver or that new. transeeiver 
that with those capabilities. Many times you will hear of a ham 
being involved in emergency service work but would you know 
where to listen?

TOTAL COUNTRIES TO REMAIN AT 316 

Neither CQ magazine or ARRL will recognize the Pribilof Islands 
as a separate country/territory for award purposes. The ARRL 
Awards Committee voted 7 to 0 to deny separate status to the 
Pribilof Islands because they are less than 225 miles away from 
other Alaskan islands. a 

At present there are 316 active countries and territories 
recogneized by CQ and ARRL for awards. U.S. hams may com- 
municate with all of them at this time as there are no countries on 
the banned list. 

The Alaska DX Assn. had pushed hard for separate country 
status for the Pribilofs. A 30 page document stated its case which 
was based on historical precedents. The 225 mile rule had been 
subject to several interpretations in the past. The Pribilof ruling 
has clarified the rule somewhat.

Sera raat, JAMMERS ARRESTED IN DETROIT 
_ Engineers from the FCC’s Detroit District Office, using mobile 
radio direction finders, conducted an enforcement campaign in the 
- Detroit, Michigan, metropolitan area against illegal radio jam- 
‘ming of a local amateur repeater. This investigation was initiated 
as a result of numerous complaints from ham radio operators 
about deliberate interference to their communications in the 


Amateur Radio Service. The Amateurs provide voluntary public 


service on these frequencies for such programs as Sky Warn 
Tornado Watch and the Radio Civil Emergency Service (RACES). _ 
- Criminal complaints were filed on May 7, 1985, against three of 
the five operators. U.S. Marshals, in conjunction with the U.S. 
Attorney for the Eastern District of Michigan, arrested Glenn L. 
Barrick, Detroit; Richard Szabo, Farmington Hills; and Robert J.
